Eight of 35 animals res¬ 
cued from a puppy mill 
bust last week were 
cleared for adoption 
Wednesday, having been 
fixed, vaccinated, and de¬ 
termined socially adept. 

“They’re being given a 
new chance at life,” EHS 
spokeswoman Shawna 


Randolph said. 

The sought-after design¬ 
er animals, ranging from 
chihuauas, poodles, 

Pomeranians, to Siamese 
cats, were rescued from 
“horrible” conditions, Ran¬ 
dolph said. 

Though a handful were 
prepared for adoption 
right away, many are suf¬ 


fering severe dental condi¬ 
tions, behavioural prob¬ 
lems, and aren’t properly 
socialized. Costly surgeries 
are needed before many of 
the remaining animals can 
be put up for adoption, 
Randolph added. 

The accused mill owner 
was believed to be selling 
the pets on the Internet. 


“The reason we’re seeing 
so many of them in situa¬ 
tions like this, is because 
people are supporting pup¬ 
py mills by bu5dng dogs on¬ 
line, in newspaper ads, and 
pet stores without doing 
their research.”

Remembering those lost to cancer 

12-hour overnight relay walk raised more than $5.6 million last year

People in Edmonton and 
around the nation will be 
gathering to walk in sup¬ 
port of the elimination of 
cancer. 

The Canadian Cancer 
Society Relay For Life, 
which will be held in Ed¬ 
monton on May 23, is a 12- 
hour overnight event, that 
involves teams of 10 walk¬ 
ing or running around a 
track in memoiy of those 
taken by the disease. 

Christine McCourt, vol¬ 
unteer co-chair for the Ed¬ 
monton event and mother 
of two, is running her sec¬ 


ond race and has formed 
two teams to help support 
the memory of her late 


husband, who passed 
away in 2005 from the dis¬ 
ease. 


“I thought it could be a 
way for (the family) to 
come together and hon¬ 
our his memory,” Mc¬ 
Court said. “You feel the 
emotion and excitement 
because everyone is here 
for the exact same rea¬ 
son.” 

Last year, the event 
drew close to 13,000 
teams in 23 events and 
raised more than $5.6 mil¬ 
lion across Alberta and the 
Northwest Territories. 

Another returnee to the 
walk is cancer survivor 
Brittany Taylor, who 
joined more than 2,000 
cancer survivors that 
made the walk in 2008. 

Taylor was diagnosed 


with osteosarcoma (bone 
cancer) in 2007 and ended 
up losing her leg in the 
battle, which included 
nine months of 
chemotherapy. 

“When it happens, it’s 
like your life stops and 
everyone is moving for¬ 
ward and you’re stajdng 
behind,” said Taylor. 

“(But) this is how my life 
is now, I had to move on 
and it’s going to be okay.” 

The event will take

The Oil Sands Environ¬ 
mental Coalition — which 
includes the Pembina Insti¬ 
tute, the Toxics Watch So¬ 
ciety of Alberta and the 
Fort McMurray Environ¬ 
mental Association — say 
Shell has broken an agree¬ 
ment to significantly cut 
the output of greenhouse 
gases (GHG) such as carbon 
dioxide from an expansion 
of its Muskeg River and 


Jackpine oilsands mines in 
northern Alberta. 

The coalition is asking 
the Canadian government 
and Alberta’s Energy Re¬ 
sources Conservation 
Board, who jointly ap¬ 
proved the project, to re¬ 
consider their ruling 
through a new public hear¬ 
ing because Shell’s prom¬ 
ise was a factor in the deci¬ 
sion. 

“Shell has broken a bind¬ 
ing agreement,” said Si¬ 
mon Dyer, oilsands pro¬ 
gram director at the Pem¬ 
bina Institute. Regulators 
“can reopen those ap¬ 
provals given that Shell 
has clearly reneged on its 
commitment.”

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We need strategies, not buy Canadian mantra 



We’re still in the shock 
phase of a global economic 
meltdown. Nothing else ex¬ 
plains why some voices are 
still shouting “bujdng Cana¬ 
dian” is the only way to save 
jobs. Albeit those voices 
should be applauded for 
their nationalist zeal, the 
encouragement of buying 
Canadian is comparatively 
different than issuing dis¬ 
tress commands to buy 
Canadian; the latter signify¬ 
ing a reluctance to accept 


the inevitable outcome of 
globalization, which didn’t 
galvanize overnight. Its 
steady growth over the past 
couple of decades has trig¬ 
gered a mega-shift from the 
managed economy of the 
cold war era to the new 
modem demands for ideas, 
technology, innovations 
and entrepreneurships. 

We encouraged competi¬ 
tion and applauded free 
trade for enabling expan¬ 
sive opportunity and 
growth. Now we are faced 
with an inevitable conse¬ 
quence: Growing pains. 
We’re now forced to seek 
solutions, which could take 
some time. But given the in¬ 
stant gratification mantra 
of the marketplace we read¬ 
ily gobbled up, it won’t be 
easy. We don’t want to be 


caught off guard like Britain 
in the 19th centuiy when 
the new U.S. economic em¬ 
pire arrived on the scene; so 
we must equip ourselves 
with knowledge to strate- 
gize into the future. 

Many economists are pre¬ 
dicting a shift in the balance 
of power to our neighbours 
from the East: China, a dom¬ 
inant player in mass manu¬ 
facturing and India, with 
their high-tech hubs. Goods 
come cheap in India, less 
than three grand a car. 

Recently “On the line,” I 
asked Leonard Brody, the 
CEO of NowPublic, how 
much sense buying Canadi¬ 
an meant. He said it made as 
much sense as asking some¬ 
one to vacation Canadian. 

David Cravit, CEO of 
Zoomer Media, offered his 


consoling advice that it 
made more sense to focus 
instead on becoming more 
competitive globally. 

One only needs to look at 
the substantive restmctur- 
ing, and uncertainty facing 
the Big Three Auto Maker 
Oligopoly to face up to the 
reality of the competitive 
global market. With the fo¬ 
cus of the G20 summit be¬ 
ing to prevent a worldwide 
depression and restore con¬ 
fidence in markets, we 
nervously await any posi¬ 
tive news while practising 
the virtue of patience. For 
those of us who could, I will 
still extol the patriotic ad¬ 
vice: “Buy Canadian.”

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Fear behind PC attacks? 


Computer users' growing 
fear of worms and viruses 
could be behind a recent 
spike in attacks on PCs via 
bogus security software, 
according to a Microsoft 
Corp. report published on 
Wednesday. 

As the Conficker worm 
and other malicious soft¬ 
ware have grabbed head¬ 
lines, more computer 
users have been looking 
for security programs on¬ 
line, some of which turn 
out to be agents for viruses 
themselves. 


Numbers 

• Overall, instances of soft¬ 
ware security problems ac¬ 
tually fell three per cent, 
but the number defined as 
"high severity" rose four 
per cent. 


Out of hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of PCs monitored by 
Microsoft for its twice year¬ 
ly Security Intelligence Re¬ 
port, seven of the 25 top 
security threats came in 
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the form of fake security 
programs. 

In the last six months of 
2008, Microsoft said it 
cleared 4.4 million PCs of 
the most successful bogus 
security program, which 
goes under the name of 
Win32/Renos. 

That is a 67 per cent in¬ 
crease over the first half of 
2008, said George 
Stathakopoulos, head of 
product security at Mi¬ 
crosoft’s Trustworthy Com¬ 
puting Group.

While I may have short¬ 
comings in the area of 
garden and yard mainte¬ 
nance, I certainly like to 
make lists, and after some 
thought, here is the 
cleanup list that I hope 
will help me accomplish 


spring yard cleanup in a 
timely fashion. 

Most people start think¬ 
ing about yard cleanup 
when they notice shoots 
from snow-drops or cro¬ 
cuses poking out of the 
soil. When this happens, 
loosen and remove the 
mulch from around the 
shoots. Don’t allow them 
to be smothered under 
that compacted layer of 
leaves and dead plant ma¬ 
terial that has accumulat¬ 
ed over the winter. 

But don’t take the 
whole layer off just yet. 
Keep the unpredictable 
weather conditions of ear¬ 
ly spring in mind. Wait 
until you are reasonably 
sure there will be no 
more snows or freezing 
temperatures. These early 
spring plants will need 
some protection when the 
departing season blows its 
last, desperate icy 
breaths. 

In the meantime, you 
can clean the rest of the 
garden and yard of detri¬ 
tus, leaves, branches, and 
any trash that has blown 
in. Cut back perennials 
like Rudbeckia or Sedum 
or any ornamental grasses 
that you may have left 
standing over the winter. 

When the weather is 
more consistently warm, 
you may remove all leafy 
waste from around the 
plants. If your soil is poor, 
work compost or an or¬ 
ganic fertilizer into the 
soil before you plant an¬ 
nuals, and around peren¬ 


nials after they have be¬ 
gun to sprout and are 2 to 
3 inches tall. 

Once the soil is ex¬ 
posed, spread organic 
mulch such as bark, wood 
chips or shredded leaves 
around perennials and 
over annual beds to dis¬ 
courage weed growth and 
keep soil temperature and 
humidity more agreeable 
when the sun starts to 
bake exposed soil. What¬ 
ever you use, make sure 
water can percolate 
through. 

If you have grass, give it 
a good deep raking as 
soon as it starts to turns 
green. This stimulates 
growth by removing 
thatch, or dead grass from 
the last season. 

For shrubs and bushes 
that bloom in summer or 
fall, you may prune them 
in late winter or early 
spring to take off dead 
limbs, rejuvenate the 
plant and to maintain a 
pleasing shape. To avoid 
pruning off blooms of 
spring-blooming shrubs 
that flower from last 
year’s growth, prune only 
when the blooms begin to 
die off. 

Just think — by next 
year, you’ll have the 
spring yard cleanup rou¬ 
tine down to an art, no 
doubt to the astonish¬ 
ment of your friends and 
neighbours.

B ack in the fall, 
when I saw some

wo things in the 
last 24 hours have 
gotten me think¬ 
ing about movie 
stars who seem 
determined to throw their 
careers away. 

First, I saw a picture of 
Lindsay Lohan slumped 
over in the backseat of a 
limo. With a tangled mess 
of flame coloured hair ob¬ 
scuring her face, the for¬ 
mer A-lister looked, to put 
it mildly, a little worse for 
the wear and tear. 

Secondly, I saw Two 
Lovers, a new drama star¬ 
ring Joaquin Phoenix as a 
depressed man torn be¬ 
tween two women. Watch¬ 
ing his work made me 
wish he would go to the 
barber, get a shave, stop 
his infantile flirtation with 
becoming the new Vanilla 
Ice and get back to doing 
what he does best — create 
interesting, layered charac¬ 
ters for the big screen. 

Both are accomplished 
stars — he’s a two time Os¬ 
car nominee and just four 
years ago she won the Su¬ 
perstar of Tomorrow 
award — and both have re¬ 


cently been added to a 
long list of Hollj^ood ac¬ 
tors who, through person¬ 
al temperament, ego or 
bad management, have al¬ 
lowed their careers to swirl 
down the drain. 

The most cheerless 
flameout of recent years 
has to be Tom Sizemore. 
After a string of arrests, 
failed drug tests (one in¬ 
volving a prosthetic penis) 
and a self-marketed ama¬ 
teur porn tape, the once 
formidable star of Strange 
Days and Saving Private 
Ryan has sunk so low even 
Paris Hilton denies having 
a one-night-stand with 
him. 

Rupert Everett told the 
New York Times Magazine 
that defining his sexuality 
was career suicide as a 
leading man.

Brooke Shields and the re¬ 
lease of the fetid Lions For 
Lambs, Cruise bounced 
back. He was welcomed 
back by a Golden Globe 
nomination for Tropic 
Thunder, his first major 
award nod in five years.

Kralls sleepless nights

If it seemed like Diana 
Krall was taking some time 
off from her busy life the 
last couple of years, think 
again. She might not have 
been on tour, but produc¬ 
ing a Barbra Streisand 
album, creating a new disc 
of her own and raising 
twin boys is anything but a 
relaxing vacation. 

“I haven’t had more than 
a couple weeks off in many 
months,” says an exhausted 
Krall, who has spent the last 
week talking to media. “I 
took two weeks in January, 
then started full on again. I 
wanted to do this album, 
and when I’m with my chil¬ 
dren I’m with my children. I 
haven’t slept in a week.” 

Krall’s world is only going 
to get busier, as she’s about 
to embark on a five-month 
tour in support of her latest 
record. Quiet Nights. The 
disc sees the Vancouver- 
based artist, and wife to 
Elvis Gostello, tackle an en¬ 


tire record of Bossa Nova 
tunes. 

It’s a genre she’s always 
dabbled in — her biggest 
hit, the Look of Love, fea¬ 
tured a Bossa Nova groove 
— but it’s the first time 
she’s dedicated an entire 
record to the Brazilian 
sound. 

“I’ve always liked the 
genre,” she says. “I’ve been a 
fan of Sergio Mendez, Joao 
Gilberto and Stan Getz for 
years.” 

But it was her partnership 
with arranger Glaus Oger- 
man, who worked with 


Krall on Look of Love, that 
energized her interest in 
Bossa Nova. “It’s because of 
Glaus,” she says, explaining 
why she made this record. “I 
started listening to Gilberto 
at Gamegie Hall and then I 
went to Brazil and got into 
the grooviness of the people 
and music there. And, since 
Glaus worked with (Bossa 
Nova legend) Antonio Carlos 
Jobim, it just felt like this 
was the right direction.” 

Like her previous discs, 
Krall takes other people’s 
tunes and makes them her 
own. Standouts include Burt

Bacharach’s Walk on By, Jo- 
bim’s Este Seu Olhar, and 
The Boy from Ipanema, orig¬ 
inally sung as The Girl from 
Ipanema by Astrud Gilberto. 

Picking what tunes to per¬ 
form was the hardest part of 
making this disc, says Krall. 
But she had some help. “You 
want to put eveiything on 
an album,” she explains, 
“but you pay people to wise¬ 
ly give their very valued 
opinion.” 

One person she didn’t ask 
for advice was her husband, 
but he wasn’t left out of the 
album creating process en¬ 
tirely. 

“His input comes in after 
I’ve made the record,” she 
says. “He’s veiy much the 
artist so he helps by being 
supportive when I say I real¬ 
ly want something to be a 
certain way.”

Harper’s media conquest

To date, the tension 
between television and 
online video can be large¬ 
ly characterized by one 
adage: Divide and 
conquer. 

Broadcasters affirm tele¬ 
vision’s strength amid de¬ 
clining viewership and ad¬ 
vertisement revenue, 
while online seems to con¬ 
stantly increase its audi¬ 
ence, but struggles to find 
a way to turn those eyes in¬ 
to income. 

But the new faction of 
Harper’s Island and Harp¬ 
er’s Globe is trying to put 
that polarity out to pas¬ 
ture, instead considering 
the battling platforms as 
separate but equal. 

Harper’s Island is the 13- 
week modern murder mys- 
teiy, following 25 charac¬ 
ters that surround a wed¬ 
ding and reunion on the 
eponymous island. Week 
by week, one or more char¬ 
acters are killed off the 
primetime soap-like show, 
leading to discovery of the 


murderer by the show’s 
conclusion. 

It’s supplemented with 
Harper’s Globe, the online 
“webisode” and social net¬ 
work named for the island 
newspaper. The online 
content is different, largely 
filmed in confessional- 
style and supported by 
blogs and interaction by 
Robin, the new-to-the- 
island journalist. 

“Before Robin came onto 
the site, viewers were al¬ 
ready on there, creating 
their own profile pages, 
forming a community and 
getting to know each oth¬ 
er,” said Melanie 
Merkosky, the Galgaiy ac¬ 
tress that plays Robin. 

The foray into online 
video is nothing new for 
Merkosky, who now calls 
herself an “online junkie.” 
Before Harper’s Globe, she 
was a leading character on 
YouTube viral video sensa¬ 
tion, lonelygirllS. 

“I do think entertain¬ 
ment is headed towards the 
Internet and people are 
now starting to look at it as 
a viable entertainment plat¬ 
form,” said Merkosky. 


While she didn’t set out 
to solely act online, she said 
the intrigue of lonelygirllS 
drew her to her subsequent 
online incarnation. “I was 
just more intrigued by the 
idea of both of them.” 

Unlike lonelygirllS, how¬ 
ever, the Harper hybrid 
must balance the pair of 
mediums for their respec¬ 
tive audiences. While con¬ 
tent may be different, 
Merkosky said the two sto¬ 
ries are completely connect¬ 
ed. 

“The plot lines overlap, 
the characters criss-cross 
and it’s really bringing two 
different audiences togeth¬ 
er. If you’re going to start 
moving toward the trend of 
doing online programming, 
I think this is the best way 
to go because it’s still direct¬ 
ly related and intertwined 
with the TV program.” 

Gorrelation aside, 

Merkosky admitted online 
continues to have a con¬ 
tent advantage over televi¬ 
sion, carrying fewer re¬ 
strictions than the regulat¬ 
ed tube. “We were allowed 
to show more and do scari¬ 
er things than you would 


see on network TV. There 
is definitely a campy ele¬ 
ment to it, like Scream, 
but it’s a lot scarier.”

Baltimore

INGREDIENTS: 

2 slices dry bread 
1/2 cup (125 ml) milk 
2 cans (4 oz/120 g) fresh 
crab meat 

1/2 lb (250 g) peeled, 
cooked shrimp 
2 large eggs 
2 tsp (10 ml) Dijon 
mustard 

1 tbsp (15 ml) Worcester¬ 
shire sauce 

1/2 cup (125 ml) ground al¬ 
monds 

A large pinch of cayenne 
pepper 

1 tbsp (15 ml) mayonnaise 
A handful of fresh parsley 

COATING: 

1/3 cup (75 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

1 1/2 cups (375 ml) dried 
breadcrumbs 
Canola oil for hying 

METHOD: 

1. Soak both slices of 
bread in milk 5 minutes. 
Flake crab meat, put into a 
bowl, chop shrimp and 
add to the crab. 

2. Separate eggs and set 
whites aside. Add yolks, 
mustard, Worcestershire 
sauce, almonds, cayenne 


and mayonnaise to crab. 
Rinse, diy and chop 
enough parsley for 1 tbsp 
(15 ml) and add to bowl. 

3. Squeeze bread diy, add 
to crab and stir until soft 
but not sloppy: add some 
breadcrumbs if mixture is 
too moist. 

4. For coating: put flour 
onto one plate and bread¬ 
crumbs onto another. 
Whisk 1 tbsp (15 ml) water 
into egg whites. Divide 
crab mixture into eight 
portions and shape into 
cakes. Dip into flour, 
shake off excess, then dip 
into egg whites and coat 
with breadcrumbs. 

5. Heat 1/2 in. (1 cm) oil in 
large frying pan over fairly 
high heat. Fiy fish cakes 
2-3 minutes per side until 
crisp and golden, then 
drain on paper towels and 
serve two per person.
